The Board of Directors of Greenbelt Homes. Inc. issued 
a statement at its meeting last Thursday indicating a new 
awareness of accumulating structural problems and a corres¬ 
ponding acceleration of its planning efforts. The entire state¬ 
ment is published in this issue. The Board noted the need for 
a master plan, partly to determine how GHI’s limited reserves 
and borrowing power could best be used. Such a plan might 
include programs for capital improvements, new construction, 
and acquisition. 


MOVE AHEAD OH $950,000 BOHD 
ISSUE, REFERENDUM BY VOTERS

At a special meeting on Monday. September 16, city coun¬ 
cil passed for first reading an enabling ordinance for the is¬ 
suance of $950,000 in general obligation bonds to finance a 
series of capital improvements. At the same time, the coun¬ 
cil adopted a resolution calling for a referendum by the voters 
on the bond issue on Tuesday, November 26, 1968. 


Methods of financing will be 
carefully considered as a major 
program may require substantial 
borrowing, in addition to the con¬ 
struction loan being negotiated for 
the approved 25 townhouses. The 
result should be an attractive per¬ 
manent community with far less 
maintenance needs. The Board 
plans to actively seek members’ 
comments and ideas. It intends 
to hold two budget hearings, at 
least one orientation meeting, and 
a special membership meeting. 

Bruce Bowman, Manager of 
Twin Pines Savings and Loan As¬ 
sociation, described another finan¬ 
cial problem to the board. In or¬ 
der to maintain sufficient reserves 
for withdrawals, Twin Pines has 
had to temporarily stop making 
new home loans. The usual sea¬ 
sonal withdrawals for real estate 
taxes, school clothes, and tuition 
payments and short-term teacher 
loans normally are met by Twin 
Pines line of credit at Suburban 
Trust. This year the limit of 
$100,000 was reached for the first 
time. The situation will be sub¬ 
stantially relieved when the Mary¬ 
land Share Insurance Corporation 
finally grants insurance to Twin 
Pines savings accounts as deposits 
are expected to increase considera¬ 
bly. The Board discussed the pro¬ 
blem and referred the entire area 
to its Finance Committee. It is 
hoped that even a temporary solu¬ 
tion can be found soon. 

Director John O’Reilly presented 
a report from the Select Commit¬ 
tee which proposes a study of 
members based on existing GHI 
office records. The study is ex¬ 
pected to provide basic informa¬ 
tion concerning the length of resi¬ 
dency, the age and income levels, 
and the areas with the highest 
turnover rate. The manager was 
requested to investigate the pos¬ 
sibility of a similar study by an 
organization to avoid the estimated 
cost of $700. New members of the 
Committee are Jack Downs, Rich¬ 
ard Cole, and Board Member Kath¬ 
erine Keene. 

In other areas, the Board ap¬ 
proved 12 new members, re-estab¬ 
lished 13 Board committees, exam¬ 
ined the June Operating State¬ 
ments, and discussed compaints 
from four members. The clothes¬ 
line problem of 30 Court of Ridge 
Road will be discussed at the next 
meeting, on September 26. 


WARNING 

With the lowering of the level 
of the lake a number of persons 
have been observed digging and 
removing fresh water clams 
from the lake bottom. Health 
Department officials advise that 
clams may be more easily con¬ 
taminated than fish and that 
while there is no indication that 
clams from Greenbelt Lake are 
contaminated there is also no 
assurance that they are not. It 
is therefore recommended that 
these clams not be eaten or re¬ 
moved from the lake. 


Cooperative Apartment 
For Senior Citizens 

A cooperative apartment house 
with dining facilities for senior 
citizens will be started in Green¬ 
belt in 1969, According to plans, 
the facilities will be located near 
the Greenbelt Shopping Center and 
will serve low and moderate in¬ 
come people. It will be built with 
a loan from the Federal Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment. (HUD). 

The cooperative will have com¬ 
plete studio and one-bedroom 
apartments, plus a central dining 
room and recreation rooms. The 
building will be air-conditioned. It 
will be designed for people 62 
years of age or older. Maximum 
income for individual residents is 
currently $4,700, and $5,300 for 
resident couples. 

It is expected that monthly char¬ 
ges will be about $80 for a studio 
apartment and $100 for a one-bed- 
room apartment. Luncheon and 
dinner will be served at cost. The 
government will pay part of the 
monthly charges for individuals or 
couples unable to pay the full 
charge. 

Representatives of HUD have 
visited Greenbelt and looked at 
three possible locations for the 
cooperative. They say that a need 
must be demonstrated for such a 
cooperative — that enough people 
want to join. The sponsors are 
beginning the membership drive 
now, even though it will be a year 
before it can be completed. 

The Senior Citizens Housing Co¬ 
operative has been organized to 
own and operate the facility. Mem¬ 
bership in the cooperative will cost 
$100 per family. A $25 deposit will 
place a person or a couple on the 
waiting list and enable him to par¬ 
ticipate in planning what is to be 
built.

The picture won 
an honorable mention in the pro¬ 
fessional judging at the Art Exhi¬ 
bit and received a special award 
from the City Council for its repre¬ 
sentation of a Greenbelt theme.

PEDESTRIAN FATALITY 
MARS TRAFFIC RECORD 

Greenbelt’s first pedestrian traf¬ 
fic fatality in 23 years occurred 
Sunday, Sept. 15, at 6:14 p.m., 
when 19-year-old Luisa Acevedo 
Larcano, 420 Ridge, was struck 
from behind by a car while walk¬ 
ing west on Crescent Rd. 

According to police, Miss Lar¬ 
cano was walking about two feet 
into the roadway, while the two 
children she was supervising were 
walking on the gravel sidewalk. 
All had their backs to the traffic. 

Three cars approached her; the 
first swerved to avoid hitting her, 
but the second one did strike her, 
knocking her eight feet onto the 
shoulder. She was taken to Prince 
Georges Hospital, where she died 
at 6:50 p.m. the following evening. 

The driver of the striking ve¬ 
hicle, as well as the drivers of the 
other two cars in the single lane 
of traffic, all stated that a blinding 
sun affected their vision and pre¬ 
vented them from seeing the girl. 
No charges have been filed pending 
a review of the case by the states 
attorney’s office. 

Miss Larcano’s family, of Cagu- 
as, Puerto Rico, have been notified 
of her death. She was Greenbelt's 
second traffic fatality this year.

Both measures are now ready 
for second reading and final pas¬ 
sage at the next regular council 
meeting on October 7. A few mi¬ 
nor changes were made before pas¬ 
sage. The time period for the 
bonds was reduced from 30 to 25 
years, as recommended by the bon¬ 
ding attorney who approved the 
language of the ordinance. Also 
added was acknowledgement that 
the city’s full faith and credit were 
behind the bonds. 

The $950,000 bond issue would be 
used to finance the following items: 
Parkland acquisition ($402,000); 
parkland development including 
tennis courts ($68,000); Youth Cen¬ 
ter addition ($150,000); Springhill 
Lake Recreation building ($60,000); 
road construction ($170,000); right- 
of-way acquisition for perimeter 
road ($45,000); and Fire Depart¬ 
ment addition ($55,000) — this a- 
mount to be reimbursed by the 
Fire Department. 

Package deal? 

Councilman Bill Hoff suggested 
the possiblity that citizens vote on 
individual items rather than on the 
total package as now contemplat¬ 
ed. He thought that in this way 
some items would be assured of 
passage, while a package vote 
might jeopardize all the items. 

The two other councilmen pres¬ 
ent — Dick Pilski and Francis 
White — and a majority of the 
audience were against a vote on 
individual items. Pilski cited the 
dangers of bullet voting and dis¬ 
unity as voters turn down items 
not of direct benefit to their areas. 
Also cited was the loss of flexi¬ 
bility, as some projects might re¬ 
quire more funds and others fewer 


funds than that estimated. 

Members of the Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board, who were 
to hold a special meetng with coun¬ 
cil after the open session, also op¬ 
ted in favor of a package vote. 
John Churchill said that “separa- 
ton may mean losing one or two 
projects rather than the whole 
project, but it may bring with it 
disunity and conflict. Everybody’s 
disappointed if you lose the whole 
package, but there may be resent¬ 
ment if parts lose.” 

All agreed that it was incumbent 
upon the city to institute a compre¬ 
hensive public relations program. 
Hugh Jascourt said that emphasis 
should be placed on the construc¬ 
tive good that the bond issue will 
bring. 

In other action, the council a- 
warded a $8,305 tennis court paving 
contract to Ratrie, Robbins, and 
Schwiezer of Baltimore after delet¬ 
ing the plexi-pave and plexi- 
chrome coating, which would have 
rased the bid to $12,370. The om¬ 
ission of these items, Council said, 
would not sacrifice the quality of 
the courts, but merely postpone 
the final surfacing.

PLANNING THE GHI FUTURE 


Many important changes have taken place since the first homes 
were built in Greenbelt. Moreover, we must anticipate additional 
significant changes. To accommodate to them and to the passing of 
time since our homes were constructed, GHI has already taken cer¬ 
tain steps. Several years ago a Long Range Planning Committee was 
commissioned to make recommendations concerning future operations. 
The corporation has begun certain major capital improvement pro¬ 
grams—replacement of roofs, replacement of heat and hot water return 
lines and major overhauling of boilers. It has initiated a modest buil¬ 
ding program. Currently, a select committee is studying all the 
changes that have occurred, or reasonably may be anticipated, both 
within and without the community, to measure their impact on GHI. 

Original Greenbelt is 30 years old and the frame homes are more 
than 25 years old. Despite conscientious efforts of GHI management 
over the years to furnish needed maintenance, the age of our homes 
now necessitates our providing major additional services. These facts 
make necessary the acceleration of comprehensive planning, including 
major maintenance and improvement programs. Important decisions 
affecting the future of the GHI community and the expenditure of 
large sums of money must now be made. 

There is need to bring together the several GHI plans and pro¬ 
grams in a master plan. It should include, among other things, a 
capital improvement program, a building program, an acquisition pro¬ 
gram and a method of financing. The GHI Board and management 
is putting together some of these elements, including a capital budget. 
It proposes to discuss these matters with members during the budget 
hearings that will be held in November and December at member 
orientation meetings and at a special membership meeting. 

It will be in the interest of GHI members to make comments and 
suggestions concerning the matter under consideration.

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City Notes 

The major project undertaken 
6y the Public Works Dept, last 
week was the paving of a concrete 
swale from the new parking lot 
behind the firehouse to the creek 
just west of the building. They 
also improved the playground at 
the Lake Park by spreading fill 
dirt in eroded areas and cleaned 
the storm sewer at 23 Ridge, as 
well as several catch basins. The 
gutter near the Community Church 
was rechanneled to repair and pre¬ 
vent further erosion and the road 
shoulder graveled along Crescent 
between Hillside and Greenhill, No 
Parking signs were placed on 
Crescent between Gardenway and 
Southway and the line painting 
program on streets throughout the 
city continued.

City Manager James K, Giese 
attended a meeting Saturday, 
Sept. 14, of the Council of the 
Maryland Municipal League, of 
which he is a member. Purpose 
of the meeting was to hear status 
reports from two committees — 
one appointed by the governor to 
recommend legislation dealing with 
labor unions and public employees, 
the other a committee of the state 
legislature which is studying inter- 
jurisdictional disputes within the 
state, such as between county and 
municipality or between two ci¬ 
ties. Both committees were seek¬ 
ing opinions from the League 
Council concerning their work in 
progress.

The Greenbelt Lake is in the pro¬ 
cess of being drained. The water 
level is already down about 4 feet, 
about as far as the city’s plans al¬ 
low. The shoreline and bay areas 
which are now exposed will be al¬ 
lowed to dry out for about two 

weeks and then cleaning and exca¬ 
vation will begin. All of the shore¬ 
line will be cleaned and the bay 
area dredged. 

The Public Works Dept, has 

cleaned several streets of silt and 

debris from run-off after heavy 
rains. Streets affected are Ridge 
near Ivy Lane, the bottom of West¬ 
way, and Breezewood Dr. Besides 
this clean-up work, the city crew 
has been occupied with grass cut¬ 
ting, pruning, and brush removal.

A private contractor for the de¬ 
veloper of Boxwood Village has 
laid the final coat of pavement on 
the last section of streets in the de¬ 
velopment. These include a sec¬ 
tion of Lastner Lane, Julian Ct., 
White Birch Ct., and Rosewood Ct. 
All streets in Boxwood are now fi¬ 
nished except for a few corrective 
items. 

Other construction projects in 
the city are also progressing visi¬ 
bly. The concrete second floor of 
the library was poured on Sept. 13 
and 14. Curbs for the driveway and 
new parking area at the North End 
School were also poured recently. 
Throughout the city GHI has re¬ 
paired various service courts with 
a slurry sealing.

The Police Blotter 

Cases of vandalism to more than 
forty cars in the University Square 
-Charlestowne Village area were 
closed last week with the arrest 
of three juveniles.

Two juveniles were 
found to be involved in this inci¬ 
dent and are awaiting Juvenile 
Court action. In both instances 
the culprits were found to be young 
juveniles who were sleeping out in 
tents Overnight. 

On August 25 the Manager of 
the A&P store was held up at gun 
point while making a late night de¬ 
posit at the Equitable Trust Bank 
in the Beltway Plaza Shopping 
Center. The male suspect obtained 
$2,500.00 in currency and $111.00 in 
Government food stamps, making 
his getaway in a vehicle that had 
been stolen in Prince George’s 
County and which was later re¬ 
covered near the scene by Green- 
belt Officers. A lookout and com¬ 
posite picture of the male suspect 
has been sent out to all metro de¬ 
partments. The male suspect was 
described as a white-male-40yrs- 
5/10-6/0-175 to 180, dark curly hair 
dark glasses, clean shaven. A 
white female with dark hair drove 
the getaway car.

County Report 
Now Available 


The seventh annual “Report to 
the People” from Prince George’s 
County was distributed recently, 
highlighting activities of the 
past year in the various depart¬ 
ments and agencies and listing de¬ 
tails of the current County budget. 

The 52-page pamphlet will be a- 
vailable in County libraries, police 
stations and the Upper Marlboro 
Couthouse and County Service 
Building in Hyattsville, as well as 
in the public schools. 

In her letter of transmittal to 
the citizens, Chairman Gladys 
Spellman pointed out that the Re¬ 
port has much “information which 
we believe should be available to 
our citizens. If this Report helps 
you to know Prince George's bet¬ 
ter it will have served its purpose.” 

She noted that Prince George’s 
has the largest population of any 
County in Maryland—over 625,000 
as of July 1st — and said the 
Commissioners hoped “this publi¬ 
cation will assist in familiarizing 
you with local government and its 
services, and draw you into active 
partnership with us, your elected 
and appointed representatives.” 

Among the highlights and “ma¬ 
jor accomplishments” listed by the 
County are: 

School costs allocated 71.2 per 
cent of the total County budget to 
meet enrollment of 149,250, up nine 
per cent over last year, over 600 
classrooms built during past year. 

Approval of record $172 million 
budget, with expansion of services 
in all major departments. 

Establishment of Department of 
Fire Protection, with creation of a 
County Fire Administrator, and 
adoption of plan for Fire and Res¬ 
cue Stations, following a year’s 
study of locational needs in Coun¬ 
ty. Initiation of County supervised 
trash and garbage collection ser¬ 
vice in small geographical areas, 
and new 590 acre sanitary refuse- 
disposal landfill for use as future 
County parkland, now in operation. 

Fair Housing Ordinance passed, 
prohibiting discrimination in hous¬ 
ing. Three member Commission 
appointed to administer ordinance 
and five member Housing Authori¬ 
ty appointed. 


Police and fire salary scale rais¬ 
ed to one of highest in area, com¬ 
pletion of $900,000 Police Commun¬ 
ication Center and first Municipal 
Police graduation from Prince 
George’s Police Academy. 

Creation of summer instant swim 
program” with installation of se¬ 
ven swimming pools at key loca¬ 
tions and Youth Job Placement 
Center developed in cooperation 
with Maryland State Employment 
Service. 

Contracts let on new 16-acre 
modern design Baden Community 
Center complex, providing schools, 
health, recreational and other com¬ 
munity services in one center. 

$23 million bond issue sold to 
finance public schools, general hos¬ 
pital, public roads, library and 
public building construction. 

Nationally recognized architec¬ 
tural firm selected to plan County’s 
new $30 million, 214 acre Govern¬ 
mental Center in Upper Marlboro.
